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PREFACE. 



Three things I desire to say to those under whose 
eye this little book may come. 1. It may appear to 
some that parts of the Prayers, &c. are over long for 
those * who have little spare time,* those, that is, who 
have much daily work to get through. In reply I 
beg them to remember that in the course of the year 
there are some days on which their work is lighter 
than on others ; in winter too, when the nights are 
long and the days short, there is more leisure for 
reading and for prayer. Sickness also occasionally 
provides such leisure for all. Some also will make 
spare time for these purposes; and for all such 
occasions and such persons, it seems right that 
provision should be made. 2. Though it is well that 
everyone should be provided with Forms of Prayer, 
it should be remembered that in private prayer, no 
written form -will provide for all our wants; many 
things conc^ning ourselves and our families and 
friends can 'only be met by words of our own ; and 
therefore, though it is well to use Forms of Prayer in 
our private prayers, it is not well to be tied to them 
only. 3. Pains have been taken to assist the religious 
observance of the Church's Holy Days and Seasons. 
The gain of doing this is, that it helps Christians 
constantly to follow their Saviour, and to live with 
Him, through all the chief events of His days on 
earth ; and it every year brings before us all the chief 
articles of our Faidi.

If you feel a dif&culty in making a rule for yourself, 
ask advice of some clergyman. 

Some pleasures also and amusements, which are innocent 
at other times, are out of place in Lent. 

You will also find it good for you to take advantage, so far 
as you can, of the special Prayers and Sermons in diurch to 
which the clergy invite you at this season." 

These things re^re some pains and trouble ; they call for 
some exertion ; and thus your going oftener to church in Lent^ 
or your saying more prayers at home, and reading more of 
the Bible or of some religious book thsm you usually do, or 
giving up for a time some innocent pleasure, are each of them 
parts of that abstinence and self-denial which the Church, 
after the teaching of God's Word, directs us to practise during 
Lent. Some persons cannot fast much. Their health, their 
age, or their poverty, which obliges them always to live very 
sparely, will not permit it. But all can deny themselves in 
these ways, and can endeavour thus to humble and improve 
themselves ; and to all such it is promised, * Humble your- 
selves under the mighty hand of G-od, and He wiU lift you 
up ;' and ' Draw nigh unto God, and He will draw nigh unto 
you.*

ASCENSION BAY, called mjso in tkb pbateb-boox 

HOLY THURSDAY, 

To-^y we keep the memory of one of the greaitest erentt 
in the history of our most Blessed Lord. We kept Ili# 
Birth at Ohristmas ; His Death on Good Friday ; His K»sur- 
rectioQ at Easter ; and now we keep His Ascension into 
Heaven. We do this after most ancient custom of the 
Church. St. Augustine, a man of great piety and learning:, 
who lived 1,400 years ago, tells us that in his time a day was 
kept holy in mt mory of the Lord's Ascension. He speak* 
of it just as he does of Good Friday and Easter Day, and 
Bays that, as no man knew when those days began to be ob- 
Befved, he therefore concluded that it was either an institu* 
tion of the Apostles, or else it had been instituted very soon 
after the Apostles* times. St. Chrysostom, too, who lived 
rather earlier, and in a different part of the world, says in 
one of his sermons, * We have lately celebrated our Si.TiouB*s 
Passion, His Resurrection, and then His return to Heaven/ 
that is. His Ascension; and in another place he calls this 
festival ' the illustrious and refulgent day of our Lord's 
Assumption (t.e.. His being taken up) into Heaven ; * clearly 
showing that both in the East and in the Western part of 
the wond Christians have from the beginning set aside a day 
for showing their memoiy of their Lord's Ascension. The 
Church of England, following in this, as in all other things, 
•The Holy Church throughout the world,* has always done the 
same. In the Prayer Book you may see that the Church 
honours this day just as she does Christmas-Day, appointing 
proper psalms and lessons for the day, and a special collect 
for the celebration of our Lord's death ; plainly expecting 
that all Christians will keep the Ascension-Day as a holiday; 
a day, that is, for rest from our usual work, and for that re^ 
joicing of soul which is to be found ' in the Courts of the 
Lord's House,' If, therefore, you would keep this day pro-

By these four signs Church people may 
know the difiference between the Church and 
the sects of other denominations of Christians ; 
for example : 

1. The only other Christians in this country 
who have ' Bishops, Priests, and DeacoDS,' are 
the Boman Catholics ; but they have added to 
the three Creeds new articles of faith, which 
cannot be proved by Holy Scripture ; and they 
submit themselves to a foreign Bishop, the 
Bishop of Eome, called also the Pope, who has 
no rightful authority in this country. The 
proper name of those who obey the Pope is 
'Eoman Catholics,' or ^Eomanists.' It is wrong 
to call them * Catholics,' as if we were not 

* Catholics,' and they were ; because the word 
'Catholics' simply means members of Christ's 

* Holy Catholic Church,' which we of the Church 
of England are. We are Protestants, so far as 
we protest against the errors of the Boman 
Church ; but as holding the doctrines of the 
^One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church,' 
we are Catholics — English Catholics. 

2. Independents: These have no 'Bishops, 
Priests, and Deacons,' nor any prepared Form 
of Prayer : their public worship d«^^3S^A&^5;:^Rs^ 
tfaafr ministers. 
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3. Baptists : Besides what is said of the In- 
dependents^ these are distinguished from other 
Dissenters and from the Church by refusing 
Baptism to infants and young children, contrary 
to the words of Jesus Christ who said * SuflFer 
the little children to come unto Me, and forbid 
them not ; for of such is the kingdom of God.' 
They make the Gospel less merciful than the 
Law ; for under the Law infants were taken 
into covenant with God at eight days old. 

4. Wesleyans, or Methodists: These are 
nearer to the Church than any other Dissenters. 
They get their name from John Wesley, a good 
and zealous clergyman of the Church, who held 
meetings for prayer and preaching in addition 
to the Church Services, never meaning to sepa- 
rate from the Church ; and to the end of his 
life he charged his followers not to forsake the 
Church. But after his death some of them sepa- 
rated themselves from the Church, as they do 
still. They have not the Apostolic- Ministry. 

This will be enough to show the difference 
between the Church and those who have sepa- 
rated themselves from her. By whatever names 
they call themselves, they are all wanting in one 
or more of the signs of the true Church, One 
of the temptations of these days, especially of 
those who live in towns, \a, to \&^Nfe\.\i^ Church,

By never going to the chapels or 
meeting-houses of Dissenters ; because by going 
to them we go into temptation, and we be- 
come partakers with them- of their sin ; the sin 
of making divisions in Christ's Church, for 
which He prayed that it might be One. 

Thirdly. By attending strictly to the Bules of 
the Church, which are in the Prayer Book, and 
ttirning to the best account we can for our own 
souls all opportunities of public worship. 

Fourthly, To think charitably, and to speak 
charitably, of those who are not of the Church, 
and to acknowledge what is good in them ; to 
remember that many of them were bom in Dis- 
sent, and therefore know no better ; that in them 
therefore it is not the same sin which it would be 
in us ; and to pray that they may be brought back 
to the Church, and try by the example of a faith- 
ful, holy, and charitable life, to win them back.
